The reasoning: Since people will 


go on having babies, the population 


of the United States will continue 


to grow at its present howling pace. 


Meeting the needs of all these new 


I citizens will launch business and 


industry on another boom. 
But of all the statistics which 
slide-rule boys like to p ro ject into 
the 
future 
as a 
basis 
for their 
i prophesies, the birth ra te can be 
the most fickle. It fluctuates among 
nations. It changes from one gen­ 
eration to the next. And it reacts 
sensitively to good tim es and bad. 
During 
the 
depression 
of 
the 
1930’s people had too much trouble 
j feeding themselves to welcom e any 
j n.ore mouths. Both the m arriage 
J rate and the birth rate went down, 
as tftev usually do in bad times. 
People got pretty gloomy about 
A m erica’s future and talked a lot 
about its being a m ature econom y 
with no more growth left in it. 
But the war and the 
postwar 
boom sent the m arrige and birth 
rates up again—as wars and booms 
usually do. 
The population grew' m ore rapid­ 
ly than ever before. Good tim es 
brought earlier m arriag es and no­ 
ticeably larger fam ilies. 
People are talking now about an 
indefinite boom in the population 
and 
therefore 
in 
the 
econom y. 
Some even wonder a little where 
all the food is to com e from to 
feed so many people as most e x ­ 
perts now predict for the A m erica 
of the future. 
Only

few 
seem 
to 
wonder, 
should there be another depression, 
would there be as many early m a r­ 
riages as now, as many babies, as 
great an urge to have large fm- 
ilies to feed, clothe nd educate. 
Population has its other phase. 
Science has steadily increased the 
term of life expectancy. The arm y 
of the aged is growing at the sam e 
impressive rate as the school of 
young fry. Chances seem good that 
the num ber of the aged will con­ 
tinue to multiply.

Many businesses will be affected 
if the population multiplies at the 
sam e astounding rate as now, or if 
it slows down again, or if it results 
in bigger proportions of old people 
and children.

W ASHINGTON UPI — Public con­ 
fusion over the Bricker amend­ 
ment was pretty general before 
the Senate started debate on it 
last week. Now the confusion is 
im p o u n d e d . 
The proposal 
by Sen. 
Bricker 
(R-Ohio) to amend the Constitu­ 
tion seems dead in the form he 
offered it. 
The question now is: Will the 
Senate approve any kind of amend­ 
e d at all and, if so, what kind? 
Bricker’* am en Iment, as he pro­ 
posed it, would restrict the scope 
of treaties m ade by the President 
with Senate approval and the pow- 
m of the President by himself to 
m ake executive agreements with 
other countries. 
First question! Is such an amend­ 
ment 
necessary? 
Constitutional 
lawyers argue ovpr that. Second 
question: If so e kind of restric­ 
tion is necessary, does the Bricker 
am endm ent go too far? 
The dispute got so tangled in 
constitutional law, American his­ 
tory, Supreme Court decisions, old 
treaties, the foresight or lack of 
U among the fram ers of the Con­ 
stitution, 
possible future events, 
benign or dire, past occurrences, 
human intentions and the fallibility 
of senators and presidents yet un­ 
born that no one could claim with 
unassailable assurance to know the 
answer. 
President Eisenhower started the 
Bricker am endment bleeding from 
all pores when he publicly said he 
jr a s unalterably opposed to it. That 
chilled the ardor of some of Brick- 
c r ’s supporters in the Senate. 
Eisenhower protested the Brick­ 
er amendment would tie him and 
this country's conduct of foreign 
affairs in knots. But he said he 
would not oppose some other kind 
of am endment, provided it met 
with his approval. 
The 
Eisenhower 
position 
was 
enough to split Senate Republicans 
^ •to those who still stuck with the 
Ohioan and those who would do 
whatever the President wished. 
Then Sen. George (D-Ga) came 
up with an amendment 01 his own. 
This got a lot of support from Sen­ 
ate Democrats. Now Sen. Kefauver 
(D-Tenn) and some other Demo­ 
crats have still another kind of 
proposal they think might fit the 
problem 
and 
get 
Eisenhower’s 
okay. 
^ So now the Senate is split at 
least four ways: Bricker support­ 
ers, 
George 
supporters, 
those 
who’d go along with an am end­ 
ment Eisenhower approved, and 
those like Kefauver who don’t want 
any kind of amendment to the Con­ 
stitution but think a simple bill 
by Congress will suffice. 
To bring order out of chaos, E i­ 
senhower's chief lieutenant in the 
Senate, Republican Leader Know 
land of California, tried with the 
#-\eIp of some other top Republicans 
to work out a compromise am end­ 
ment to suit everyone, or nearly 
everyone. 
But after weeks of trying that 
effort is still fruitless.

WASHINGTON (*> — John 
Bricker, great, great, great, great­ 
grandson of a German Army corp­ 
oral who settled in Maryland, has 
been callec a very stubborn man. 
He has also been called a states­ 
man. 
Stubborn man or .statesman, the 
6 foot, 2 inch senator from Ohio 
with the thinning silvery hair, is 
in the national spotlight as never 
before—even when he sought the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion in 1944. 
He has offered a constitutional 
amendment to restrict the treaty 
making powers of the executive 
branch of the government and of 
the Senate itself. 
Orginally the 
am endm ent had 
wide support among Brieker’s sen­ 
atorial colleagues, but when Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
said 
it 
would 
cripple the United States’ ability 
to deal with friend or foe many 
shied 
away. Today 
it appeared 
Bricker’s proposal had no chance, 
though some of his ideas might be 
included in a compromise draft. 
Win 
or 
lose, 
Bricker’s 
fight, 
which has included some sharp 
words foi the White House itself, 
has reached the point where some 
of his friends are looking upon 
im as a possible presidental can­ 
didate again. 
Bricker himself denies he is a 
candidate, but there is little doubt 
that he has emerged as a spokes­ 
man for a certain point of view 
often encountered irt the Midwest, 
though not confined there. It is 
sometimes described as “ national­ 
ism ” as opposed to “ eastern inter­ 
nationalism” 
and 
“ foreign give­ 
way program s.” 
The 60-year-old Bricker made his 
big pitch Thursday. 
For nearly an hour, having gain­ 
ed the floor, he rested his elbows 
against a polished, walnut lectern 
placed atop his desk while the Sen­ 
ate droned through routine. This 
was preliminary to his launching 
into 
his 
m ajor 
speech 
on 
his 
amendm ent proposal. 
For whatever it is worth to his­ 
tory, he was dressed in a grey 
tweed, 
three-button 
suit, 
white 
shirt arid gray and red figured tie 
and 
tan 
shoes. 
His 
attractive 
brunette wife, sitting in the packed 
galleries, rarely took her eyes off 
him. 
Bricker’s speech and debate oc­ 
cupied the better part of two hours. 
Bricke** is something of an enig­ 
ma. He is conceded to be one of 
the 
most 
charm ing 
senators 
around, and yet a majority of 211 
newspapermen who cover congres­ 
sional affairs voted him the na­ 
tion’s worst senator in a 1949 mag 
azine poll. 
I asked Bricker in a quick inter­ 
view’ at the he; 'bt of the battle 
over the am endm ent to sum up his 
political philosophy. 
“ I am ,” he said, “ a firm be­ 
liever in the constitutional and Re 
publican form of government. Eve 
seen misuse of the constitutional 
concepts and a building up of cen­ 
tralized power and feel it is a 
dangerous trend. After all this is 
the last stronghold of human liber­ 
ties, and if these are lost it will be 
a long and tedious road back, with 
lots of travail, to freedom.”

If ever a man was born with the 
background considered essential to 
national success politically it was 
John Bricker. 
The first of his forebears a r ­ 
rived in this country from Politz, 
Germany, .sometime prior to 1792

ties commission, as attorney gen­ 
eral and finally as governor. He 
won the governorship in 1938 and 
held that office for three two-year 
terms. 
When Bricker became governor 
the state was 20 million dollars in 
the red. 
When he left it was 75 million 
in the black, a 'a ct which recom­ 
mended him favorably to Midwest­ 
ern 
Republicans.

had 
been 
ruthless in trimming the state pay­ 
rolls and in revising the state's 
fiscal system. 
Bricker left the governorship to 
establish a law firm.

He has been a harsh critic of the 
Roosevelt and T rum an—and Eisen­ 
hower—administrations. 
He even

Throughout his tenure in the Sen­ 
ate Bricker has followed the con 
servative line.

This 
has subjected the senator to con­ 
siderable criticism.

May Tighten 


Its Policies 


And Finance Firms 
M a y Find Fewer Folks 
In Need, Survey Shows

NEW YORK UP1—The man who’s 
used to going around the corner 
to the small loan company when 
pressed for cash may find it a little 
tighter with its money fthis year 
and a>king some sharp questions. 
And the finance companies, in 
turn, may find fewer persons quite 
so eager to borrow to buy. 
Those, at least, are the concio- I 
sions drawn from a survey of the I 
1.000 members of the National Con­ 
sumer Finance Assn. 
“ Fewer loans will be made this 
year because of more rigid credit 
screening.” Paul L. Selby, execu-! 
live vice-president of the trade or- j 
ganization. predicts. 
Screening will include questions 
about prospects of factory layoffs 
and the amount of instalment debt 
payments already on the family 
budget. On the custom er’ side will 
be hesitancy to take on new debts 
because of the loss of overtime 
pay. 
“ When business in 
general is 
good, so is ours,” one company 
president says in answering the 
association's poll. 
“ But a .softening of our national 
economy causes the customer to 
move cautiously and to wait for 
price decreases before borrowing 
to buy ” 
Tho majority of the small loan 
executives polled believe, however, 
that after a downward first quar­ 
ter this year, a sum m er upsurge 
will bring better business condi- 
i lions all around. 
Even if times get hard for some 
folk, the number of those who re- 
neg on their payments won’t rise, 
the executives feel pretty sure. In 
1953 the companies lent more than 


I three billion dollars to around IO 
million persons. Bad debt losses 
c i n e to only 1.2 per cent of the 
total. 
“ The American public in 99 cases 
out of IOO is thoroughly honest in 
its financial affairs,” Selby says 
approvingly. “ The picture is about 
the same year after year whether 
times are good or bad.”

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WORTH WAITING FOR 
BARRING ATOMIC WAR, some observ­ 
ers envision an American economy that 
will convert the entire W e s t e r n Hemi­ 
sphere. plus Australia, Africa and the Mid­ 
dle East into a combination U. S. market 
place ancfplayground. Business Week Mag­ 
azine says this forecast is but the logical 
extension of trends already manifest in 
U. S. and world economics. 
Noting that the U. S. finds it necessary 
to import increasing quantities of raw m a ­ 
terial and is investing more and m o r e 
capital abroad, the magazine argues that 
America is carving out a sphere of interest 
just as effectively as did the British when 
they established a commercial hegemony 
in the 19th century. 
This is a plausible view7, one that also 
contemplates increasing industrialization 
of underdeveloped nations, thus raising 
living standards to the further benefit of 
the American economy. With this interna­ 
tional economic knitting process t a k i n g 
place, Business Week sees the unfolding of 
an exciting new tapestry of existence in 
which Americans would vacation on North 
Africa’s Riviera or Australia’s Grand B ar­ 
rier Reef, and one college graduate in four 
would take a job in Rio, Dakar, Bierut or 
other spot equally far off. 
Is this a development to be expected in 
the year 2000 or beyond? 
No, says the 
magazine, by 1975—less than 25 years from 
now7. Those who can m anage to stick 
around that long will look back to 1954 as 
t h * simpler days, good or otherwise. 


INFORMATION N EED ED 
ESTIMATES OF THE number to be un­ 
employed during 1954 have ranged from

The Molotov Proposal to divide the w’orld 
among five powers really means a line of 
demarcation between the United 
States 
and Soviet Russia. It is a revival of the 
Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact which was t h e 
basis of the Stalin-Hitler Alliance (1939). 
The Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact w as the 
immediate cause of World War II, for 
when its principles were applied to Poland, 
Great Britain accepted the gauge of war 
with American support. At both Teheran 
and Yalta, this same concept was revived, 
Great Britain being included but not too 
importantly. The United States rejected 
the concept of peace by demarcation and 
proposed the United Nations as a substi­ 
tute. 
Yet even in the United Nations, m atters 
of basic principle are the province of the 
five permanent members of the Security 
Council, the United States, Soviet Russia, 
Great Britain, France and China, each of 
w'hom enjoys the right of an absolute veto. 
The practical elimination of China and the 
weakness of France have given to the Unit­ 
ed States and Soviet Russia a predomi­ 
nance over the United Nations Security 
Council not anticipated at the San Francis­ 
co Conference. 
The so-called smaller countries are not 
so small; they are only weak. The Moslem 
states could generate a power which could 
challenge Soviet Russia; the Latin Ameri­ 
can countries, if ever they united, c o u l d 
build an enormous power. The Molotov 
resurrection at Berlin of the Molotov-Rib­ 
bentrop Pact w'ould preclude that. The Riv­ 
er Elbe w'ould be a dividing line in Europe; 
the southern boundary of China in Eastern 
Asia and the 38th Parallel in Western Asia. 
The United States would dominate t h e 
American continents and Western Europe; 
Russia would dominate Eastern Europe 
and Northern and Eastern Asia. The rest 
of the w'orld they would divide between 
them, permitting such countries as Great 
Britain and France to believe that t h e y 
possessed power but not permitting them 
to exercise it. 
Ribbentrop sold this idea to Hitler, w'ho 
fell nto the trap and wrecked his state and 
himself. John Foster Dulles has already 
rejected it for the United States, as he had 
to because no American could accept the 
cynical immorality of such a line of d e m ar­ 
cation. The puzzle is: w’hy did Molotov pro­ 
pose it? Perhaps it wras psychological: hav­ 
ing once sold these wares to Ribbentrop, 
he believes that they are satisfactory 
W’ares. Or, perhaps the Russians are weary 
of the United Nations and want to kill it. 
Or maybe Molotov was just having fun. 
Molotov is not known to be a humorist 
or even humorous. His is a dour personal­ 
ity. So, it is possible that Malenkov, who 
is utterly ignorant of the American mind, 
cooked this one up and a s s u m e d that 
Americans would like it because it would 
give the United States p a r c e l s of the 
E a rth ’s surface and masses of population 
•to which we are not entitled. Malenkov 
would therefore do well to come here and 
see how a free people lives and works and 
does not fear.

Doctors Urge Early Marriage

THE social and romantic views 
concerning early marriages and 
m any children are joined now by 
medical approval of such events. 
For early marriage and fre­ 
quent childbearing can often help 
prevent a very common w om an’s 
disease known as endometriosis. 
Misplaced Lining Glands 
In th is disease, th e lin in g 
glands of the womb are out of 
position in the abdomen. They 
m ay be placed instead on other 
organs, such as the ovaries, the 
intestines, or the bladder. 
This disease usually will not 
appear until a woman is at least 
twenty-six years of age. 
There are m any theories as to 
the cause of endometriosis with 
no definite proof for any of them. 
Medical T reatm ent 
Studies have shown th a t this 
disease Is six or seven times more 
common in women who have 
m arried late in life, and who 
have postponed or avoided preg­ 
nancy th a n in those who become 
pregnant early in life. If it does 
occur, the woman usually has 
severe pain on m enstruation. She 
may also have severe pain be­ 
tween her periods. 
Although endometriosis, once 


it Is manifest, is best helped by 
surgery, medical treatm en t will 
sometimes 
give relief. 
Certain 
female hormones may suppress 
the disease, but it can recur when 
the medicine is stopped. 
When a woman becomes preg­ 
nant, the growth of this mis­ 
placed tissue is lessened. Breast­ 
feeding of the baby also lessens 
the symptoms and slows further 
I growth. 
Surgical Removal 
In some severe cases, the dis­ 
eased organs th a t are embedded 
I with this misplaced tissue may 
have to be removed. X -ray tre a t­ 
m ents are sometimes of help. 
I 
Once endometriosis has devel­ 
oped, the chances of a woman be­ 
coming pregnant are decreased 
by about thirty per cent. However, 
if the diseased tissue is removed, 
the chances of having a baby are 
once again increased. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R. R.: Can a person have a posi­ 
tive pregnancy test w ithout being 
pregnant? 
Answer: Yes, certain cysts of 
the ovary can cause this, and It 
m ay occur at certain times during 
the menopause. Many other dis­ 
eases can also give a false preg­ 
nancy test.

Oley Speaks was born June 28, 
1874 in Canal Winchester, and was 
the youngest of nine children. It is I 
known 
that his father, 
Charles 
Speaks was a direct descendant of 
i# English 
forbears 
who 
came 
to 
Am erica from Somersetshire, Eng­ 
land, in Colonial times. The 
dis­ 
tinguishing feature of the Speaks 
family while they lived in 
Canal 
Winchester was their interest and 
ability 
in 
music. 
Each 
of the 
Speaks children was taught to play 
a musical instrument by their fa­ 
ther. 
The Speaks family moved to Col- j 
um bus when Oley was in his early 
teens, but before he let! ( a n a l 
Winchester, Oley had made his 
musical debut in an am ateur per­ 
form ance of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
operetta, “ Pinafore” . The accom­ 
panist for this performance 
Miss 
Edna Lawyer, later m arried Oley's 
brother. John; and they in turn be­ 
cam e tile forbears of M argaret 
Speaks, concert artist and star of 
radio, who gave fame to many of 
“ Uncle Oley’s ” songs. 
Shortly after his arrival in Col- , 
* umbus, Oley obtained employment 
with 
the 
Cleveland, 
Akron 
and 
Coumbus 
Railroad. The t h i n g 
which was to prove most beneficial 
to him was that it furnished him 
with a pass to New York. While he 
was with the railroad he enjoyed 
his pastim e of singing by joining 
choirs of several churches in Col­ 
um bus and by appearing as soloist 
w henever the opportunity present­ 
ed itself. 
V 
Oley Speak 
had the love of mu 
lie within him and wished for a 
musical career. In this he suffered 
from two handicaps. He had 
no 
formal training in music and he 
had not the means to pay for such 
training. It was at about this time 
that the famous divine, 
the late 
Dr. Washington Gladden, obtained 
his preeminence as the minister of 
the First Congregational Church of 
• 
Columbus. Oley became a 
mem- 
✓ ber of the celebrated quartet that 
furnished music for Dr. Gladden. 
While singing with this quartet he 
started to display his 
ability to 
compose songs. He actually 
sold 
one to a Cincinnati song publisher, 
and then began that phase of re­ 
jection after rejection which every 
artist must survive. Meantime the 
opportunity came to go to N e w 
York for an audition as a bass so­ 
loist at the Church of the Divine 
Paternity. 
w 
He took advantage of his position 
with the railroad and obtained a 
pass to New York. Once there, in 
an audition with seventy-five oth­ 
ers, he was accepted for the fiflsi- 
tion at a salary of $500 a 
year. 
Oley remained in New York eight 
years and during that time was 
able to fulfill his lifelong ambition 
to study music. He studied singing

In January, 1944 the Board of

Poland, Ohio began paying benefits

era. B enefits a t that tim e w ere b a s­ 
ed on a form ula of lim iting claim ­ 
ants 
to

weekly w age, the m a x im u m being 
$15 for sixteen w eeks. 
Ohio now pays its unemployed
